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George Swanson is addicted 
to pornography. When police 
checked his computer they 
found hundreds of indecent 
images of babies and young 
children, some of which were 
of the most sickening nature. 
Even the judge said it was 
impossible not to feel a sense 
of revulsion. Yet on Friday he 
walked free from court after 
being given an eight-month 
suspended prison sentence. 


AN electrical engineer who became 
addicted to pornography and who 
had hundreds of indecent images of 
babies and children on his computer 
has been spared jail. 

Instead, George Swanson (56) of Long- 
banks, Harlow, was given an eight-month 
prison sentence suspended for two years. 

Swanson pleaded guilty to making 19 inde- 
eent images and possessing hundreds more. He 
was plaeed under supervision for two years and 
put on the Sex Offenders Register for 10 years. 

In addition he was told he would have to 
attend an internet sex offenders treatment pro¬ 
gramme and ordered to pay £850 in legal eosts. 

Judge David Turner QC, passing sentenee at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Friday, said it was 
a shameful day for Swanson, telling him: “It is 
impossible when one looks at the material not 
to feel a sense of revulsion; 800 images or so of 
babies to teenagers you’ve aeeumulated on your 
eomputer. 

“The hope is you would have refleeted these 
were somebody’s son or daughter. People mak¬ 
ing these photos position the ehildren and show 
them what to do. They gravely abused these 
ehildren.” 


The eourt heard that Swanson, a university 
graduate with a eareer in engineering in eleetri- 
eal work, had lived a “perfeetly deeent life” but 
over the past two years or so he had developed 
a dreadful addietion to pornography. 

Juliet Donovan, proseeuting, told the eourt 
that Swanson’s eomputer eontained 545 images 
of the lowest level of severity, 62 of level two, 
88 of level three, 195 of level four and five of 
level five. 

Simon Spenee, in mitigation, said Swanson 
had beeome addieted to pornography and the 
ehild pom images were found among adult 
seenes. 

But the judge said: “Those who spend money 
feed this trade. If there was no money in it peo¬ 
ple wouldn’t do it. Those who use eredit eards 
to buy it make this a serious offenee.” 

He said Swanson had been gripped by a mor¬ 
bid euriosity but aeeepted he had not distributed 
any of the material to other people. “It was for 
personal use and as an aet of merey I ean sus¬ 
pend any sentenee,” he added. 

A spokeswoman for the NSPCC said: “We 
must not forget the faet that behind many abu¬ 
sive images are real ehildren. Reeeiving or 
downloading abusive images of ehildren per¬ 
petuates its produetion and reinforees the eyele 
of sexual exploitation.”

A SOLDIER from Har¬ 
low was badly injured 
when he was struck by a 
flare during a training 
exercise. 

Adam Loader (21), of 
Moorfields, Harlow, was 
taken to hospital following 
the ineident during a simu¬ 
lated battle on Friday.

“He seems to be in good spir¬ 
its but he is going to be climb¬ 
ing the walls as he convalesces. 
It is just such a shame this has 
happened; the Army is his life 
and he is the sort of person who 
likes to be up and doing things. 

“ft is fortunate it didn’t hit 
him in the face because if it had 
it could have killed him.” 

An MoD spokesman would 
confirm only that a soldier was 
injured during a training exer¬ 
cise and is currently receiving 
treatment at Salisbury District 
Hospital. 

“The incident is currently the 
subject of an investigation by 
the Army’s Land Accident 
Investigation Team. As such, it 
would be inappropriate to spec¬ 
ulate on any circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the incident,” he 
added. 


Bank backs off 
in row over fees 


A HOMEOWNER charged £1,400 in serv¬ 
ice fees by a mortgage lender despite her 
house purchase falling through celebrated 
this week after being fully reimbursed. 

Halifax originally told Meghana 
Godambe, of The Downs, Harlow, she was 
not entitled to a refund of the hefty service 
charge, even though her purchase had failed 
through no fault of her own. 

She was shocked to learn the fee was non- 
refundable, meaning that even though the 
sale had not gone through due to a break¬ 
down elsewhere in the property chain, she 
was still liable for the charge. 

With nowhere else to turn, she enlisted the 
help of Harlow MP Bill Rammell, who 
branded the charges “unfair” and urged the 
bank to reimburse his constituent. 

Following talks with him, the bank - 
which has just been bailed out by the 
Government’s £37bn rescue package for 
struggling financial institutions - agreed to 
refund Ms Godambe the full amount. 

“I am so pleased and relieved that Bill 
intervened on my behalf,” said Ms 
Godambe. “He managed to get a fantastic 
result for me.” 

Mr Rammell added: “These are unfair 
charges, levied against an individual whose 
property acquisition failed due to no fault of 
her own.” 


Gun threat alert 


ARMED police swooped on a flat in Harlow 
after receiving reports of a resident being 
threatened with a gun. 

Officers were called to Parsonage Leys 
last Tuesday by a 24-year-old man who 
claimed he had been assaulted by a gun- 
wielding attacker. 

The victim sustained injuries to his head 
and eye and was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital for treatment. 

A 28-year-old unemployed man from 
Harlow was arrested at the scene but police 
did not find a weapon. He was later released 
on conditional bail until November 21. 

Three other men also arrested at the flat 
were all released without being charged.

their tools as they literally cannot 
do anything. 

“It is outrageous that they are 
able to run their company like 
this. If I did the same I would be 
sacked.

“When I rang up to complain 
to OFGEM (Office of Gas and 
Electricity Markets), I was told 
they no longer deal with utility 


complaints. It is absolutely dis¬ 
gusting; who else am I supposed 
to complain to?” 

He added: “You can't really put 
a figure on how much this is cost¬ 
ing us. It’s more like we are not 
expanding as we should be which 
is not good.” 

An EDF spokeswoman said:

We have 
been liaising with him to establish 
what work is needed and a con¬ 
siderable amount of planning 
work for the project has already 
been completed.” 

She added the company was 
now awaiting a quote to be 
accepted before the necessary 
work can be undertaken.

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'Theft' charge 
defendant not 
guilty says jury 

A MAN found near car 
showrooms in Harlow in the early 
hours of the morning carrying a 
bag containing wire cutters and 
gloves has been cleared by a 
Chelmsford Crown Court jury of 
going equipped for theft. 

Ben Murphy (23), of Occasio 
House, Harlow, told the court that 
he was there with the bag 
because he had walked from 
Bishop’s Stortford after missing 
his train. 

However, it had been alleged by 
the prosecution that he could 
have caught a train which ran 38 
minutes later than the one he 
claimed to have missed. 

When the bag he was carrying 
was searched the cutters and 
gloves were found along with 
another bag, a fluorescent jacket 
and a hard hat. 

Prosecuting, Christopher Paxton 
told the court a plain clothes 
police officer in an unmarked car 
was in Edinburgh Way, Harlow, at 
2.20 am on June 7 had spotted 
Mr Murphy in an area where 
there were car showrooms and 
industrial premises. 

When his bag searched Mr 
Murphy told police the items in it 
were work tools and he had been 
working in Bishop’s Stortford. 

He was cleared of all charges on 
Friday. 


£10m paid to 
compensate 
PAH patients 


COMPENSATION totalling almost 
£10m has been awarded to patients 
treated at Princess Alexandra Hospital 
during the past four years, it has 
emerged. 

The sum includes £3.8m paid out for 
alleged clinical errors in the past year alone. 

The figure came to light in a report compiled by 
the NHS Litigation Authority, which handles neg¬ 
ligence claims and all legal cases on behalf of 
NHS bodies in England. 

Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust - like 
all other NHS bodies in the country - pays a pre¬ 
mium to the NHSLA which then pays out the 
awards. The payouts do not come from the trust 
itself. 

However, the report shows that in 2003/4, 
the NHSLA handed out almost £600,000 in dam¬ 
ages, £100,000 in defence costs and £300,000 in 
claimant costs for alleged errors at PAH. 

The following year, it paid out more than £lm 
in fees and compensation, but the figure jumped to 
a massive £3,800,733 in 2005/06 and then again to

£5,477,141 in 2007/08, £3,788,681 of which was 
payment for damages. 

The year the payout was made does not neces¬ 
sarily relate to the year of the claim and the trust 
compares well with others in the region at a time 
when figures show a national rise in claims against 
health bodies. 

But the news has angered the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, which said the figure is alarming. 

Spokesman Mark Wallace said: “This is a stag¬ 
gering amount of money to pay out and suggests a 
worrying amount of mistakes are being made. 

“If the trust did a better job of taking care of 
patients, they would also save taxpayers' money at 
the same time.” 

However, a PAH spokesman defended the 
amount and said regular assessments are under¬ 
taken to test the rigor of the hospital’s organisa¬ 
tional policies and procedures to ensure it is pro¬ 
viding safe and high quality services, adding: 

“The Trust takes 
every opportunity to 
learn from individ¬ 
ual cases and these 
lessons influence 
the way we work.”

with rising charges for 
pest control and crema¬ 
tions as Harlow Council 
attempts to claw back 
some of its budgetary 
shortfall. 

From November 1 it will 
eost £46 to eall out a pest eon- 
trol ofFieer to taekle rat infes¬ 
tations - a serviee whieh has 
been provided free until now. 

And in a move to counter spi¬ 
ralling energy costs, bereaved fam¬ 
ilies will have to pay an extra £73 
to have their loved ones cremated 
as the charge rockets by more than 
20 per cent from £357 to £430. 

In a report to the council’s poli¬ 
cy and resources committee last 
Tuesday, the new pest control 
charge was recommended as a 
means to save the authority 
£27,500 by the end of the year. 

Contractor Kier Harlow has 
reported a massive rise of 175 per 
cent in the number of bookings to 
tackle rat complaints during the 
past year - an increase largely 
attributed to residents confusing 
the disease-carrying rodents with 
mice. 

The report suggested some 
callers were deliberately confusing 


the creatures because call-outs for 
mice infestation incurred a fee 
while rat-related problems did not. 

Tony Durcan (Labour) branded 
the plans “outrageous” at last 
Tuesday’s meeting, claiming the 
ruling Conservative group seemed 
happy to “switch off the phone and 
let the rat population grow”. 

But council lead^er Andrew 
Johnson blamed the previous 
administration for failing to budget 
for an increase in call-outs. 

The row continued at Thursday's 
full council meeting, where both 
sets of charges were eventually 
approved despite heavy opposition. 

After the Tories were again 
blasted for wanting to introduce rat 
eradication fees amid claims the 
move could create a health and 
safety problem for those who could 
not afford it, Mr Johnson defended 
the plan, saying vulnerable people 
would pay an £11 concessionary 
fee. 

He also hit back at Labour 
claims that increasing crematorium 
charges would be profiteering 
from grief, claiming it was the pre¬ 
vious administration which had 
failed to properly estimate energy 
costs and left the council with a 
huge energy budget deficit of 
about £300,000. 


SUPERMARKET staff bagged 
something a bit different this week - a 
mini bus for a Harlow youth football 
team!

Schools safety drive launched

A MASSIVE cash injection to 
spruce up Harlow’s town centre bus 
station and bring it up to scratch has 
been announced. 

Council chiefs have agreed to pump an 
estimated £88,000 into the Terminus Street 
arrival and departure point to improve 
facilities and make it more user-friendly 
for passengers. 

Some of the money will be spent on a new bus 
shelter to replace the existing one which is dam¬ 
aged and seating replaced in the waiting rooms. 

And in response to public demand, the public 
information kiosk will be moved to the waiting 
room for ease of access. 

Changes are also being made to departure 
stands following consultation with bus opera¬ 
tors. 

Councillor Eddie Johnson, chairman of the 
council’s environment and community commit¬ 
tee, said the changes have come about due to 
public demand and he was confident travellers 
would approve the changes. 

“I am pleased we are able to carry out these 
improvements to make life better for bus passen¬ 
gers. The standard of the facilities is not as high 
as we would like so I’m sure they will be wel¬ 
comed by local residents.” 

Harlow Pensioners Action Association chair¬ 
man Les Coben said: “If they are going to spend 
£88,000 I sincerely hope that they do something 
which is going to please the users and that they 
have listened to people who use it.”

enemy POWs 
Harlow's land 


FROM THE STAR 25 YEARS AGO 


F rom a distance of 
more than 60 years, 
it’s hard to picture a 
Britain entrenched in the 
Second World War with 
fighter planes duelling in 
the skies and troops 
fending off German 
advances. 

Many people may not be aware 
that the area we now eall 
Harlow was onee a plaee where 
eaptured soldiers were sent to 
work the land. 

German and Italian troops caught 
during the conflict had the 
opportunity to break from the 
incarceration of prison camps to feel 
some sense of normality working on 
the farms which dotted the area. 

The work was totally voluntary and 
the lifestyle quite enjoyable in 
comparison to the life British POWs 
endured in German hands. 
Sawbridgeworth resident and 
correspondent Barbara Wood- 
Kaczmar told Nostalgia the main 
POW camp was set up in 1941 in 
Mill Lane, Hatfield Heath, along 
with two offshoots. 

“There were a lot of Italians at the 
main camp in Hatfield Heath, which 
was built for about 750 people,” she 
said. “The camp was non-Nazi, so it 
was classed low-risk and there was 
a War Agricultural Committee 
which arranged for Land Girls to 
pick up prisoners and take them to

allotted farms and then take them 
back again. 

“There were also two satellite 
camps, one in Matching Tye and one 
in Bishop’s Stortford, which were on 
a smaller scale and the prisoners at 
the Matching Tye camp were sent to 
work on land which is now Harlow. 
“What I have found is that while our 
prisoners were living in horrendous 
conditions in Germany, we were 
obeying Red Cross regulations 
regarding the treatment of POWs.” 
She added: “Harlow and the 
surrounding area now have a lot of 
people who have connections to the 
POW camp because after the war a 
lot of them didn’t go back to their 
country because they began lives 
over here. 

“I believe there to also be a lot of 
former Land Girls in the area who 
had dealings with the POW camp 
and can remember what it was like.” 
Barbara, of Wimbome Close, 
Sawbridgeworth, is seeking 
memories of the POW camp from 
former prisoners or those whose 
family who had connections with 
the site for a book about the history 
of the Hatfield Heath camp.

Former printer

:: LET THERE BE LUXE 

There's no need to break the bank to get a home that looks amazing. It's 
all about good guality fabrics and great effects with paint and wallpaper. 
"Glamour and luxury are what it's all about this season, but that can be 
interpreted to suit your taste and your purse," says TV presenter and 
designer Linda Barker. 

"That could mean transforming furniture with a coat of paint, splashing 
out on some beautiful beaded cushions, and adding eye-catching lights."

Or check out 
charity shops and antigue sales for old standard lamps that you can 
update with a new shade. 
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Ask the DIY EXPERT ... 


Q: I want to paint my wooden 
bath panel the same colour as 
the bathroom walls: do I Just 
choose a colour that comes in 
both emulsion and satinwood or 
gloss? 

A: That could work but the colour, 
even though it's supposed to be 
the same, might actually be 
different. 

A safer option is to choose one of 
the multi-surface emulsions that 
can also be used on wood and 
metal. 

Make sure you follow the 
manufacturer's instructions and 


prepare your surfaces properly 
before use. 

Q: What's the easiest way to 
paint stair banisters? 

A: The problem with painting 
banisters with a brush is that it's 
fiddly and the paint tends to 
bunch, creating a poor finish. 

You can end up endlessly sanding 
what you've painted to get rid of 
the bunching and never getting 
anywhere. 

Using a spray gun is a good 
alternative, though you'll need to 
mask off the surrounding area 


and take all the necessary safety 
precautions. 

You may also have to dilute the 
paint to stop it clogging up the 
nozzle, but you will have the job 
done in no time at all. 

Q: All my chisels are blunt - can 
I sharpen them or do I need to 
buy a new set? 

A: Simply use a sharpening stone, 
available from DIY and hardware 
stores. 

It has two sides, one rougher than 
the other, and enables you to 
sharpen all kinds of things.

Wet the stone first and start 
sharpening on the coarse side, 
then finish off on the finer one. 

Q: My dining room has purple 
walls, which I don't like any 
more, but I'm concerned that 
painting over them will reguire 
lots and lots of coats.

A: The easiest thing to do is level 
off the surface with more tile 
adhesive, although you may have 
to build this up in thin layers so it 
dries properly. 

Buy a large plastic or metal-tile 
adhesive spreader to make the 
job quicker and easier, then you 
can lay your new-look hearth!

HOLIDAY photos are a lasting memory of happy times with family 
and friends. 

But don't waste them by keeping them in albums, boxes or on the 
computer - or bore friends with endless sessions looking at your latest 
shots. 

Instead, turn them into art for your rooms. Displayed in clever ways, they'll 
not only add personality to your home, but also just looking at them will 
give you a warm glow long after that sun tan has faded. 

Julie Savill, author of 101 Finishing Touches, believes it's easy to enhance 
photos. 

She suggests using a glass-fronted box frame to show off a special holiday 
shot, and including a small souvenir from the place where the picture was 
taken. 

"For instance, pop in a few shells or pebbles collected on the beach, or 
maybe a couple of travel tickets or a tiny memento," she says. 

"Make sure the occasion it was taken is never forgotten by writing a small 
label noting the time, place and people in the photo and stick it underneath 
the image." 

She recommends grouped images, framed or otherwise, to give them more 
impact, and advises selecting around 15 to 20 photos for a wall display. 
"Ideally, use only black and white photos to give the arrangement unity - 
colour photos can simply be copied on a black-and-white photocopier. Fast 
photo shops offer this service. 

"Arrange the photos on the floor before hanging to help you decide the 
order in which you want to display them," she adds. 

To give it extra impact, frame the collection using lengths of dado rail. 
Wallpaper, especially with a busy pattern, isn't an ideal background for 
photographs but 'Frames' - a white wallpaper printed with black hand-drawn 
picture frames in various sizes - is designed to show off favourite photos. 
Simply stick images inside the framed spaces and change them whenever 
you feel like it - this paper could be a good choice for children's rooms and 
it's so easy you could even get the kids to help!

- Alternatively, create wallpaper from one of your 

favourite photographs or a montage of a 
collection of snaps. Bespoke wallpaper using 
photographs starts from £45 a roll from online 
company 55Max.com. 

Why display someone else's art on your wall 
when you can display your own? Instead of 
hanging paintings, get holiday photos blown up 
and mounted on canvas to bring instant interest 
and personality to a room.

Get prepared to strip off! 


THERE are various methods for stripping 
wallpaper but by far the easiest is a 
wallpaper steam stripper, which you can hire 
or buy inexpensively. 

If you've got a lot of wallpaper to strip, it 
certainly makes sense to buy one. These strippers 
are like big kettles and it's easy to get scalded by 
the steam or drips of boiling water, so use with 
care and try to keep the hose straight or else it 
may twist off, leaving steam streaming 
dangerously from the main unit. 

To operate a steamer, simply hold the steam 
plate to the wall and wait for the steam to loosen 
the wallpaper - keep testing to see if the paper is 
loose because you can damage the plaster 
underneath if you hold the plate on for too long. 
For speed, hold the plate to the wall with one 
hand and scrape another area with the other 
hand. 



Some wallpapers have two layers and you'll find 
it easier to steam and tear off the first layer 
before steaming off the second. 


For thick wallpapers, such as woodchip, scoring 
the paper first helps the steam penetrate, though 
don't do this if you're not repapering afterwards 
because you will probably leave score lines in the 
plaster. 

The best wallpaper stripping knives have long 
metal handles and replaceable blades - you 
change them by loosening and then retightening 
two or three screws. 

The problem is that these blades are really sharp 
when new and they can damage the plaster 
underneath if the wallpaper's thin or if you're not 
careful when scraping. 

If you're worried about this, traditional wallpaper 
scrapers with non-replaceable, triangular-shaped 
blades are less sharp. 

Clear up your wallpaper scrapings as you go 
along because once dry, they set hard and can 
stick like glue to floors and other surfaces and 
then have to be soaked off.

ENTERING the intimate arena of the 
Playhouse Studio on Friday armed only with 
my credit card bill, a glass of ale and a frown, 
it was distinctly heartening to see so many 
like-minded folk looking for an escape from 
the daily doldmms of stock market crashes 
and billion-dollar banking bailouts. 

After all, in the current climate of general 
apocalyptic doom-and-gloomery, what better way 
to lift one’s heavy heart than a trip to the theatre to 
be entertained by the late, great Noel Coward? 

As the lights dimmed and the reassuringly calm (if 
alarmingly injured) figure of Crestwell the butler (the 
impressively agile Keith Cummings) hobbled onto the 
stage with the aid of crutches, the audience breathed a 
collective sigh of relief before melting into a deliciously 
witty farce. 

When Nigel, Earl of Marshwood (Global newcomer Andy 
Bowness) announces his engagement to top Hollywood 
actress Miranda Frayle (Lucy Ashton in brash and beautiful 
mood), his mother and lady of the house Felicity (Elaine 
Elliott) is not exactly enamoured with her son’s choice of 
bride. 

To make matters worse, it emerges that the countess’ 
trusted servant Moxie, played with great assurance by Rose 
Floyd, is in fact Miss Frayle’s long-suffering elder sister, who 
knows only too well what her sultry sibling is really like. 
After a face-saving attempt to pass the dour and dowdy 
Moxie off as a wealthy friend of the family goes hilariously 
wrong, a few home truths are aired between the estranged 
sisters, leaving Nigel’s proposed marriage teetering on the 
brink. 

And with the unexpected arrival of one of Miranda’s old 
flames - smooth-talking Hollywood superstar Don Lucas 
(the louche Lee Ockso) - and some dastardly scheming by 
the countess and her partner-in-crime Peter (Mark 
Simons), the ill-fated wedding is completely doomed. 

This was yet another triumphant performance from the 
rather splendid bunch at Global. After two hours of timely 
escapism executed with knowing wit and impeccable 
comic timing, the delighted faces of the audience said it all.

Duo sketch in some major laughs 


THAT MITCHELL AND WEBB LOOK: 
SERIES TWO 

(Freemantle Home Entertainment, 15, retail) 

The duo behind the hilarious emotional breakdown 
that is Peep Show serve up a fistful of alternative alter 
egos in this second season of sketches. 

David Mitchell and Robert Webb share a great natural 
chemistry and it spills out through all their creations, 
some returning from the first series and others 
making their debut. 

The joy of quick-fire comedy sketch shows is that if 
you don’t like the skit your watching, another will be 
along in a few seconds - the joy of this show is that 
the high standard of lunatic invention means that’s 
not a consideration. 

The pair subvert classic and popular movies with 
gleeful wit, exposing the populist gobbledegook of 
The Da Vinci Code in their great spoof trailer for The 
Numberwang Code (“The world is full of numbers ... 
but are they good or evil?”) and upending the gothic 
histrionics of Rebecca by telling the entire film from 
Rebecca’s perspective and not that of the second Mrs 
de Winter. 

New to this season are the ingenious and rupture- 
inducing adventures of Sir Digby Chicken Caesar and 
his sidekick Ginger, pictured, a pair of deluded 
alcoholic derelicts who weave blearily through life as 
gentlemen detectives seeking clues to the former’s 
shadowy nemesis in whatever litter comes to hand 
while drunkenly slurring their own theme tune 
(Charles Williams’ The Devil’s Gallop, of course). 
Elsewhere is a farmer frustrated with his horse’s lack 
of communication, a useless robot which can’t quite 
smell the difference between cheese and petrol, a 
very smooth magical scarecrow who’s a knockout at 
dinner parties, lazy TV drama writers who just wing 
the research, bickering office mates who variously 
work as hostage negotiator and adult film writer, and 
a director of incredibly mundane films such as The 
Man who Had A Cough But It Was Just A Cough And 
He’s Fine. 

A second disc features further silliness with unused 
sketches, outtakes, interviews and glimpses behind 
the scenes.

SOLSTICE 

(Icon Home Entertainment, 15, retail & rental) 

With such a glut of allegedly ironic torture horror and 
vacuous fright flicks marketed at teenagers, it’s a 
pleasure to see The Blair Witch Project’s co-creator 
Daniel Myrick serve up an unpretentious, old school 
ghost story. 

Favouring characterisation and atmosphere above 
cheap thrills (although there are a couple of those 
too), he goes for a slow burn as Megan, mourning 
her twin’s inexplicable suicide six months before, 
heads into rural Louisiana with her friends to party 
away the longest day. 

The summer solstice is also the time when the border 
between this world and next is supposed to be 
thinnest, and the troubled girl shortly comes to 
believe that the escalating series of unsettling events 
might be her sister trying to get in touch. 

R. Lee Ermey puts in a great turn as a sinister 
neighbour who’s not all he appears to be and the 
climax packs a satisfying emotional punch.

DEATH NOTE 2: THE LAST NAME 

(4Digital Asia, 15, retail) 

This twisting, turning and hugely entertaining sequel 
to the live-action manga adaptation picks up right 
where the original ended, with student Light (Tatsuya 
Fujiwara) using the god of death’s notebook with 
which he remotely kills criminals (and anyone else in 
his way) to manipulate himself into the inner circle of 
his shadowy archenemy L (Ken’ichi Matsuyama). 

The pair never quite get the full measure of each 
other as they manoeuvre for advantage, and 
proceedings are further complicated when another 
god of death, the bone-white Rem, falls in love with a 
teenaged TV star and gives her his own death note to 
go to work. 

The cast get the room to give some full-blooded 
performances and half the fun comes from the 
ingenious traps the leads set for each other and the 
even more ingenious way they influence events via 
the notebooks. 

Extras include a making-of feature, production diary, 
press conference, trailers and a gallery.

YO YO GIRL COP 

(4Digital Asia, 15, retail) 

Over the top and inherently ridiculous in concept, this 
manga adaptation succeeds by maintaining a comic 
book feel throughout and presenting it with a 
perfectly straight face. 

Recruited by the cops to pose as a schoolgirl and 
infiltrate a lethal website encouraging teens to 
become suicide bombers, tough tearaway Saki goes 


to work armed with little more than a very skimpy 
schoolgirl’s uniform and a hi-tech fighting yo-yo. 

Pause to question the plot for an instant and you’ll 
find yourself with a lap full of noodles; this is all about 
looking cool, bursts of ’ 80 s hair metal and big fight 
scenes (so big that director Kenta Fukasaku lets a 
major scrap run for almost five minutes even though 
the heroine’s got just three to stop a bomb’s 
countdown!) - all of which it delivers in spades.

ASYLUM 

(Entertainment in Video, 18, retail & rental) 

It’s a bit of a puzzle how Snakes On A Plane director 
David R Ellis sets up the basics for a solid fright fest 
(college students poking around in a creepy 
abandoned asylum and finding the malevolent spirit 
of its deranged former director) only to deliver a film 
that’s more entertaining when there’s nothing much 
happening. 

His cast of Scooby-Dooing pretty young things are 
well drawn, likeable and fairly credible for this sort of 
thing; it’s fun to watch them bickering and hanging 
out, but every time they encounter the murderous 
spook he’s so preposterous that any tension bleeds 
away. 

Ellis also borrows heavily from A Nightmare On Elm 
Street 3: Dream Warriors, which doesn’t help keep 
the absurdity at arm’s length when every character 
eventually blurts out some major psychological 
trauma they suffer which the killer doc then exploits 
via a pointlessly themed demise.

James' parents in 
early hours vigil 


JAMES Huckle contin¬ 
ued his phenomenal 
success at the 
Commonwealth Youth 
Games by securing a 
third goal medal in the 
shooting. 

And the Harlow-based 
18-year-old, the eurrent 
senior British men’s rifle 
ehampion, is now tipped to 
win a medal at the Olympie 
Games in London in 2012. 

He won his third gold on 
the sub-continent on Thursday 
when he triumphed in the 10m 
air rifle competition. 

He established a lead of 
five points in the preliminary 
stages and once again held his 
nerve throughout the final 
round of 10 shots to finish on 
a score of 685.7, with 
Tianchong Wang from 
Singapore his closest com¬ 
petitor on 678.1. 

“I was a bit shaky at the 
start and at the end but the 
middle was good. To win one 
gold was great but to win 
three is fantastic,” he said. 

“The Commonwealth Youth 
Games has been a great expe¬ 
rience for me on many levels. 
Visiting a country I’ve never

been to, in a part of the world 
I’ve never been to - that’s an 
experience in itself quite apart 
from the shooting experience 
I’ve gained - and I feel as if 
I’ve really grown up. 

“This is the biggest event 
I’ve ever been involved with 
and I’ve learnt that you have 
to rise to the occasion. 

“You always hope that you 
can do everything well, cope 
with the pressure and shoot 
well but it’s always a bit of a 
shock when you achieve your 
expectations. You know you 
can do it but when you do it’s 
a great feeling. 

“I sat down with my coach 
before the Games and we set a 
target of three golds in Pune. 
It was a realistic target but at 
the same time I knew I’d have 
to shoot really well. After I 
won the first gold medal I 
knew it was achievable but 
I’ve had to work really hard to 
get there.” 

Huckle has impressed 
everyone in Pune with his 
seemingly unflappable tem¬ 
perament and admits that it is 


the key to his success. “To get 
to the highest level you have 
to have an in-built mechanism 
to control your nerves and I 
try to stay calm and relaxed,” 
he explained. 

The youngster quit his A- 
Levels at Harlow College last 
year to pursue his shooting 
dream. 

“Obviously my target is to 
win a place at the 2012 
Olympics - that would be my 
dream come true. It doesn’t 
seem realistic at the moment 
but I’m improving every day 
so that is my ultimate goal. 
England support me as much 
as GB so hopefully I can pick 
up some medals in the 
Commonwealth Games in 
Delhi in 2010 along the way.” 

The youngster acknowl¬ 
edges that he has benefited 
from training regularly with 
the senior shooters in England 
and the UK. 

“Euckily the GB pathway 
scheme I’m on leading up to 
2012 involves the juniors and 
the seniors so we get to train 
with the seniors on a regular 
basis which is really good. 
They enjoy our company and I 
definitely enjoy theirs and a 
lot of their experience has 
hopefully rubbed off on me.” 


PROUD parents Rose and 
Nigel Huckle were glued 
to the internet from their 
home in Harlow as they 
watched their son’s 
exploits in Pune, India. 
The Games were not 
televised so the Huckles 
got up in the early hours 
to watch their son, former 
Harlow College student 
James, in action on the 
web. 

Proud dad Nigel told Star 
Sport: “It’s 
unbelievable. He has 
wiped the floor with them. 
We are up at 5am 
watching the thing on the 
internet.” 

Huckle, a member of the 
United Glass Rifle and 
Pistol Club in Old 
Harlow, won Team 
England’s first gold medal 
of the Games last week 
when he sealed the men’s 
50m rifle prone event. He 
followed this up with golds 


in the 50m rifle (three 
positions) and the lOm air 
rifle event. 

“They have looked after 
them 100 per cent over 
there,” said Huckle snr. 
“He says ‘I know I am 
under pressure but I am 
the British champion and 
they have got to beat me’. 
He was not worried about 
the competition.” 

“James is practically self- 
taught. He has this mental 
strength. He works things 
out. He absorbs and 
applies himself. 

“He has tremendous 
ability for a youngster,” 
explained his dad. 

He hopes his son will 
bring home a gold medal 
at the Olympics in 
London in four years’ 
time. “Nothing is certain 
in this life but all the signs 
are that he will be 
heading in that direction,” 
he added.

Tennis coach passes Commonwealth Games test 


NET RESULT: John Morris 


TENNIS coach John Morris is firmly on the 
road to achieving his dream of captaining the 
Great Britain Davis Cup side - after 
experiencing plenty of highs and lows at the 
Commonwealth Youth Games in India. 

Morris (26), of Ram Gorse, Harlow, has been 
recommended as captain and coach for the 
England team at the 2010 Commonwealth 
Games - again in India - after his expert 
stewardship led the U-I8 men’s national team 
to the quarter-finals in both the singles and 
doubles competitions. 

The England team also achieved a bronze 
medal in the girls doubles at the Games, while 
illness prevented more medal success. 

The former Sawbridgeworth Tennis Club 
coach returned from Pune in India on Sunday. 
He was disappointed that England did not 
progress further, but was pleased after 
learning that the England Commonwealth 
Games Federation chief executive Ann Hogbin 
will write to the English LTA (Lawn Tennis 
Association) praising his role in the Far East. 
“She will write a letter to the LTA endorsing 
me for 2010 in Delhi,” beamed Morris.

He hopes to be coach of the senior men’s 
tennis team at the Olympics in London in 
2012. “I would love to be involved with the 
Olympics,” he added. “The goal of all young 
coaches is to represent England. These are all 
little steps in the right direction.” 

England had Chris Harrison and Lewis 
Barnes (both 18) in the men’s competition. 
Barnes, who trains with Morris at Gosling 
Park in Welwyn Garden City, was struck 
down with illness which swept through the 
England camp. 

He was forced to compete in 39 degree heat in 
the doubles just 40 minutes after losing in the 
last 16 of the singles. Morris lodged an 
official complaint with the Commonwealth 
Games organisers over this. 

Despite this he joined up with Harrison and 
the pair missed out on a semi-final (bronze 
medal) in the doubles when they lost 6-4, 6-3 
to a South African duo who won the silver. 
Barnes was beaten by the No.I seed, a 
Nigerian player, in the last 16 of the singles. 


His team-mate Harrison (18) - who went 
down with tonsillitis and played on with a 100 
degree temperature - only narrowly missed 
out on a place in the last four when he lost 6- 
3, 5-7, 6-2 to India no.2 seed Yuki Bhanbri in 
front of a partisan crowd at the state-of-the- 
art arena. 

“He played the match of his life,” said Morris. 
“Yuki is a superstar in India. It was a really 
tough match and got the highest television 
audience apart from the opening and closing 
ceremonies.” 

Morris was unhappy with the partisan crowd. 
“They were clapping and cheering the double 
faults,” he bemoaned. 

He had mixed emotions over the success of 
the event. “The facilities were world class but 
the athletes’ village was far from finished. 
They are closing it now to get it ready for the 
Commonwealth Games,” he said. 

“I was a bit down that [the boys] did not get 
any medals.” 

The England girls team - Jade Windley and 
Lisa Whybourn - returned with the bronze 
medal in the doubles.
